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Two bandits held up the American 
Railway Express messenger on New 
York Central train No. 28, eastbound 
from.

The robbers appeared at the door 
of the express car at Englewood and 
presented to Howard Young, the mes- 
senger, a forged order permitting them 
to ride with him to Laporte,.

Young invited them into the car. The 
train had fio sooner started than the 
robbers pointed revolvers at the mes- 
senger and ordered him to throw up 
his hands. He did so. He was then 
bound and gagged and thrown into a 


corner. 
Leisurely Loot Safe. 

The express safe was unlocked and 
the two bandits leisurely rifled it of its 
contents. These included large remit- 
tances to the east and two pouches of 
newly coined silver money. All the 
loot was placed in bags and at La- 
porte the robbers leaped m the train 
on the opposite side from the station. 

They were met by four others in a 
large touring car, which dashed away 
in the direction of Chicago. 

When the train came to a standstill, 
the agent at Laporte was surprised 
that the messenger did not open the 
door. He investigated and found 
Young tied up in a corner. Before he 
could get a coherent story of the rob- 
bery the train pulled out for South 
Bend.

Naval Defense Removed. 


Normally in the case of an actual 
attack on the Hawaiian islands our 
battle fleet, which is stationed in the 
Pacific, would be the first line of our 
defense. There would be a naval bat- 
tle. If our fleet won the foe would 
never take the islands. If our fleet 
lost the foe presumably would capture 
the islands eventually and launch 
therefrom an attack on continental 
Untited States. 

With almost all our navy employed 
in these maneuvers as the attacking 
force and the defending naval force 
confined to submarines, the problem 
will be such as would be presented if 
an enemy should attack the islands 
while virtually all of our navy is in the

The first test observable will be of 
the condition of our navy.

Where admission, is charged receipts 
go to the controlling body. Allowance 
is made the club for necessary ex- 
penses, But there always are extras 
in preparing for the event, so no club 
breaks even. Financial considerations 
fare minor, however, with most clubs. 

Clubs with courses good-enough to 
merit a national event do not need ad- 
vertising, no matter how gratifying it 
may be. They have waiting lists. See- 
ing great players in action affords 
pleasure, but it is offset by what 
amounts to denial of the course to 
members for a period of ten days or 
[two weeks. To a large playing mem 
bership this Ww a hardship. It is the 
most valid objection urged against et. 
forts to secure tourneys. In fact, it is 
the determining objection in many 


clubs. 


Clubs which have conducted dig 
tourneys seldom seek the honor again 
for several years. They regard it a: 
a duty to the game, and, having fu) 
filled their duty, prefer to: keep their 
course only for members. There are 
always, however, plenty of clubs which 
want big events. Probably it is better 
a greater number do not seek them. 
There is less likelihood of friction. 

But the reasons cited above explain 
{why more prominent organizations are 

not perennial seekers for what gener- 
ally is regarded by the public as a 
signal honor.

GRADS ASK MORE GRID 


The alumni committee on western 
conference football schedules, after an 
exhaustive investigation of the 
methods employed for making out the 
gridiron slates, has issued a report 
which will be sent to members of the 
Big Ten alumni association for rati- 
fication or rejection. 


This committee is composed of rep- 
resentatives of the Big Ten institutions 
and each was appointed by the- presi- 
dent of his respective alumni associa- 
tion. The members of this committee 
have no power to commit their insti- 
tutions to any policy, their function 
being to find out the opinion of the 
alumni of conference universities on 
the matter of schedule making. Fol- 
lowing is the report: ‘ 


Schedules Unequal. 

“ There is a need for a football sched- 
ule which will give every member of 
the conference equal opportunity with 
each other, and the alumni committee 
on conference football schedules rec- 
ommends to conference authorities this 
matter be given the most careful con- 
sideration. 

“Conference members are not now 
upon an equal basis in scheduling foot- 
ball games. In point out in what 
particulars this is so the committee 
does not do so with any desire io 
criticise any particular member of the 
conference. Most members have been 
at different times equally at fault. 
Scheduling is not sufficiently organized. 


Not Enough Interchange. 
“There have been instances of 
coaches holding off on their schedules 
until the December meeting of athletic 
directors only to find at that meeting 
that other teams had scheduled games 
outside the conference, which made it 
impossible for them to play their nat- 
ural rivals. It would seem that the 
most fundamenta! rule of equity would 
provide that the members obtain first 
choice of each other’s playing dates 
and not have to be satisfied with the 
leavings. 

„There is not enough interchange of 
games within the conference. Certain 
teams play a few other teams year 
after year, preventing the development, 
of the confeernce along the broadest, 
lines. Intersectional games meet with 
the general approval of alumni, pro" 
viding they do not interfere with col- 
lege work or with the conference foot- 
ball schedule, and when they do not 
cause humiliation to members by deny- 
ing them games accorded to nonconfer- 
enve teams. 

“We feel that there ts a vicious 
tendency in football. We refer to the

mum efficiency from their automobiles. 

Naturally an automobile operates at 

least expense per mile when it is run- 

ning in high gear with the spark ad- 
vanced. Sometimes, however, this is 
not the case. When it is running slow- 
ly this condition is a costly one. First, 
because spark is then too early, which 
produces a spark knock. Second, be» 
cause the power impulses are further 
apart and the action is therefore less 
even, power being consumed in over- 
coming the inertia of the fiywheel, 
which is very great at an uneven 


torque. 
—— 


Many drivers try to stay in high gear 
and keep the spark lever advanced all 
the way up the tangent as long as pos- 
sible in climbing a hill. Under these 
conditions, when a change has to be 
made, it is necessary to drop into low 
gear, whereas second gear would have 
sufficed with a little more momentum. 
With the engine laboring there is a 
great strain on all parts and, of course, 
too much gasoline is being wasted in 
this destructive effort.

Loss in Tornado 


Totals $1,338,698 


Murphysboro, III., March 28.—([Spe- 
clal.J— Farm losses in Illinois caused 
by the recent tornado are estimated 
at $1,338,698 by the Illinois Agricul- 
tural association. The estimate is 
based on farm to farm surveys con- 
ducted by the Jackson, Franklin, 
White, and Williamson county farm 
bureaus. Five hundred and seventy- 
three farms met serious loss when the 
death wind cut its mile wide path 
across Little Egypt. The average loss 
per farm, with possible insurance rec- | 
lamations deducted, is $2,336. : 

Although the figure of $1,338,698 is 
taken as the official farm. loss for 
Illinois, this amount is regarded as 
The loss will run 
close to $1,750,000 on farms, Curt 
Anderson of Xenia, chairman of the 
rural committee for permanent relief, 
believes. g

The detailed figures for Jackson, 
Franklin, Hamilton, and White coun- 
ties are Ulustrative of the rural condi- 
tions in the counties. In Jackson 
county 107 farms were seriously dam- 
aged, with a net loss, insurance de 
ducted, of $212,160. The following 
losses were sustained in the other 
counties: Hamilton, 153 farms were 
net loss, insurance 


162 farms, net loss, $495,196; Franklin, 
151 farms, net loss, $416,000. William- 
son county had 6 farms demolished. 
In Jackson county 506 farm people 
were affected, 2% killed, and 104 in- 
jured. Jackson county also had 92 
farmhouses, 89 barns, and 91 sets of 
buildings demolished completely.

Even the 
farmers, many of them in the fruit 
belt, are without cellars in that terrti- 
tory. Practically every one of the 
farmers killed in the storm could have 
been saved if there had been a cellar 
near the farm homes. Forty-nine 
farmers were killed in White county,

The storm came late in the after- 
noon, about the time most farmers’ 
were coming in from their fields. 
Warning of the storm was far enough 
in advance that victims would have 
had plenty of time to reach the cellars 
before the tornado struck their homes. 
There was a deluge of hailstones, a 
calm, and then intense darkness before 
the windstorm. 

A tornado-proof cellar is genuine 
life insurance. Every farmer needs a 
cellar, and most of them who raise 
fruits and vegetables can afford a good 
one. It doesn’t cost much more to 
build a concrete stormproof, water-

The need of tornado cellars as a 
form of life insurance is so great in 
the Mississippi, Missouri, and Ohio 
valleys, where the greatest damage is | 
done by wind storms that they are 
being built at district school houses 
to provide emergency shelter for chil- 
dren. The school at Rockvale Heights, 
III., has a tornado proof concrete cel- 
lar used exclusively for this purpose. 

The tornado cellar is so practical 
that there should be one at every rural 
school house and every farm home. 


Ordinary Cellars Faulty. 


Cellars that are found under the 
average home on the farm or in c'ties 
and towns are often regarded as safe 
places in case of a tornado, but agrt- 
cultural engineers claim that they 
offer little or no protection. They fre- 
quently become death traps. Many 
homes in the tornado stricken area 
of southern Illinois were lifted off the 
foundation, leaving the house cellars! 
exposed, and in many cases they were 
filed with huge timbers, brickbats, 
and other débris carried along by the 
wind. House cellars are not considered 
the best place to store fruits and vege- | 
tables and dairy products, because it is 
difficult to regulate the heat and mois- 
ture, both essential factors in keeping 
perishable farm products. Leading out 
from the house cellar some farmers

Winter Fruit Storage. 


With a concrete cellar, apples, Irish 
potatoes, beets, turnips, carrots, and 
other fruits and vegetables can be 
kept all winter. The best tempera- 
ture for these products ia arcund 35 
to 40 degrees Fahrenheit, according 
to Mr. Kaiser, and this temperature 
may be maintained in a concrete cel- 
lar, properly ventilated. He says the 
normal temperature of the earth is 
around 50 degrees Fahrenheit, much 
too high for ideal storage conditions. 
In order to reduce and maintain the 
proper temperature in a tornado- 
storage cellar, cold air must be brought 
in from the outside. 

“During the early fall months,” 


added the engineer, there are nights | 
when the temperature drops near or 
below the freezing point. Advartage 
must be taken of these nights to cool 
the cellar. Cooling can be accom- 
plished by building a good ventilating 
system which will provide for a rapid 
circulation and change of air.” 

It is in cellars that are properly 
ventilated that apples and potatoes 
keep in good condition from the time 
they are put in storage in the fall until 
the beginning of the next season. 

If the cellar is properly built for 
storage, it is also of the right kind for 
protection from tornadoes. Storage 
cellars nowadays are usually built of 
concrete, mostly underground, with an 
arched roof covered with two or three 
feet of earth. This is the safest type 
to be in when a windstorm comes 
along.

The honey 
that the flower provides is put there 
for no other purpose than to pay the 
humming bird for a service. It is a 
wage. If the flower did not want the 
hummer to come it would not put out 
this honey as a bait. 

This trumpet vine, like everything 
else that lives, faces the problem of 
perpetuating its race. To do this it 
must make seed for the next genera- 
tion. It can make seed only under one 
condition—that it can get pollen from 
another flower to fertilize it. It an- 
not get that pollen unless it is brought 
‘to it by some outside agency. For most 
flowers insects are the pollen carriers, 
but the humming bird performs the 
task better for these deep chambered 
blooms. 

In that moment that it hovers it 
shakes off particles of pollen that it 
has brought. Also it gets new par- 
ticles from this flower for those it is 
to visit later. So does it carry fertility 
from one to the other, thus earning 
its keep. ‘ ,

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WHERE THE TORNADO TOOK ITS HEAVIEST TOLL.—Ruins of Murphysboro, the southern Illinois town which felt the full fury of the terrible March storm in which nearly a 
thousand persons lost their lives. Starting in Missouri, the tornado swept through southern Illinois and southern Indiana, hitting Murphysboro with all its force. So.great was the wind’s power 
here that eleven locomotives were wrecked, heavy objects were found miles from their former position, and papers were carried fifty miles away. Fire in the wake of the tornado added to its toll, 
and the inhabitants were left helpless and in darkness, for the wind had wrecked both the town’s water pumping and its lighting plants. (TRIBUNE Photograph.) 
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TWELVE WERE KILLED HERE, and this wreckage was all the tornado 
left of the Blue Front hotel in Murphysboro. Burned mortar and bricks piled 
high into the space that was the basement. Through holes in this debris bodies 
of victims were visible for hours before the rescue crews could begin the task of 
removing them.
